No Scholar 

Hunt, an avowed non- 
scholar never went to 
grade schoor'| nonetheless 
omits a fact | biographers 
have noted, thdt his gifted 
mother had already taught 
him to read and write in his 
third year. 

He is also quite diffident 
about admitting he is the 
w o r 1 d 's richest man - — 
though that claijm has been 
often made. 

Hunt arrived- ip San Fran- 
cisco yesterday ("It was this 
beautiful in Dallas and I 
brought the wdather with 
me'M as an a Vowed ad- 
vance man for the American 
Petroleum Institute, meeting 
here through Wednesday. 

No Spokesman

happen to this country. Now 
it's happening. We've got 
maybe two. three years left 
. , . ICs just as bad as can 
be. You can't carry on suc- 
cessful negotiations with the 
Communists. Their main 
idea is to take over the 
world.”
